T he p ap er hag cookery, which has 
been th e rage all over E ngland for 
some tim e, has reached the United 
S tates and is taking the country by 
storm . 


These bags were perfected by M. 
Soyel, a F rench chef, who experim ent 
ed until he found a bag suitable in 
te x tu re and 
strength, and 
without 
any disagreeable featu res attendant 
upon the use of th e o rd in ary paper 
bag. 


These bags com e In all sizes to suit 
different q u a t r e s of food. The bag is 
slightly greased on the inside and the 
m eat o r vegetables' put in. Sufficient 
w ater to prevent burning or drying is 
added unless one 
wishes 
a 
large 
am ount of liquid to serve with the 
dish. The bag is then carefully seal­ 
ed by folding the m outh over tw o or 
three tim es and fastened with a paper 
clip. It is th en laid on the grid or on 
a wire rack on the floor of the oven 
The oven m ust have only m oderate 
heat to insure best results. 
M. Soyer has carefully worked out 
a tim e tab le for different m eats and 
vegetables. 
In serving the bag is draw n c a re ­ 
fully’ on the plat and then ripi>ed open 
and discarded. 
The claim m ade for these bags is 
(hat they not only do a w a y with wash 
ing of greasy pans, but cooking in 
them preserves the n atu ra l flavor of 
th e food. In vegetable cookery this
